MEMORANDUM OF POINTS AND AUTHORITIES 

Respondent, KEVIN FEDERLINE (“Respondent”), submits this Memorandum of Points 
and Authorities in support of his Requset for Order for Modification of Child Support and 
Attorneys’ and Experts’ Fees and Costs (“RFO”). 

I. BRIEF BACKGROUND 

Respondent and Petitioner, Britney Spears (“Petitioner”) were married on October 6, 2004. 
There are two children of the marriage, Sean Preston Federline, born September 14, 2005, and 
Jayden James Federline, born September 12, 2006. This Court entered a Judgment for Dissolution 
on July 30, 2007. 

Petitioner has been under a conservatorship for approximately 10 years. Due to the Court’s 
sealing orders regarding child custody, no timeshare discussion will be presented in this Request 
for Order. Respondent seeks that the Court take judicial notice of the July 25, 2008, Stipulation and 
Order re Child Custody and Visitation, filed under seal. 

Petitioner has been paying Respondent $20,000 per month in child support for the parties’ 
minor children. Respondent seeks an upward modification in child re based on an 
seionamieal increase in Petitioner’s income, a significant decrease in Respondent’s income, the 
changed needs of the parties’ minor children due to their age and the significant disparity between 
the lifestyles the minor children enjoy at the parties’ respective homes. 

Petitioner is one of the most recognized musical performers of our time, having sold over 
80 million records and is currently listed as 6" in the world on the Forbes list of the highest paid 
women in music, with Forbes estimating her annual income at $34,000,000 per year from multiple 
income streams including but not limited to endorsement deals, merchandise sales, musical sales, 


her Las Vegas concert residency and touring. In contrast, Respondent is a disc jockey and music 
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producer, earning less than 1% of Petitioner’s annual estimated income. Petitioner has refused and 
continues to refuse to disclose her annual income and/or any financial information to Respondent 
I. NO CHANGE OF CIRCUMSTANCE NEEDED FOR BELOW GUIDELINE CHILD 
SUPPORT ORDER 

The July 30, 2007 Second Further Judgment on Reserved Issues (“Judgment”) provided for 
$10,000 per month, per child in child support payable by Petitioner to Respondent from February 1, 
2007 until May 31, 2007, and $7,500 per month, per child in child support payable by Petitioner to 
Respondent commencing June 1, 2007, terminating at the statutory jurisdictional majority or 
emancipation of the minor child(ren), The parties subsequently modified the terms of the judgment 
such that Petitioner continued to pay $20,000 in combined child support to Respondent through the 
date of the herein Request for Order. No arrears are due. 

The Judgment specifically provided that “The Court finds that each party has acknowledged 
for him/herself that the child support arrangement set forth in this Paragraph was not seas at 
pursuant to the California Guidelines provided for in Family Code §§4055-4065” (Page 7, 
Paragraph 3.6). Cal. Fam. Code §4065(d) dictates that “If the parties. ..stipulate to a child support 
order below the amount established by...guideline, no change of circumstances need be 
demonstrated to obtain a modification of child support order to the applicable guideline level or 
above.” Here, the parties stipulated to a below guideline order and Respondent now seeks an 
upward modification to the guideline level. Respondent need not prove a change in circumstances 
when the order sought to be modified is a below guideline order. 

Even if Respondent did need to prove a change in circumstance from those which existed at 
the time the parties entered into the Stipulated Order, there has been a substantial decline in 
Respondent’s income, a substantial increase in Petitioner’s income and a substantial change in the 


minor children’s needs. 
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Prior to the entry of the stipulated judgment, Respondent’s loan-out company, Gooseneck 


Productions, Inc. had gross receipts of $632,446. In contrast, for 2017, Goosneck Productions, Inc. 
had gross receipts of $1,235.53. While Respondent estimates that he has total gross receipts of | 
approximately $15,000 in the first five months of 2018, the numbers are nowhere near 
Respondent’s 2006 monthly gross of over $50,000 per month. 

Conversely, in 2006 and 2007 Petitioner was battling issues that resulted in the 
implementation of a court-ordered conservatorship which remains in place to this day. Petitioner, at 
the time the Conservatorship was ordered in place, was not working and was earning substantially 
less than the reported $34,000,000 per year than she is earning now. 

Additionally, the parties’ minor children, who were toddlers at the time of the Judgment, 
are now on the cusp of their teenage years and have substantially different and higher needs as 
further outlined in the accompanying declaration of Respondent. 

. TE. GUIDELINE CHILD SUPPORT APPROPRIATE 

Pursuant to Cal. Fam. Code § 4052, “The Court shall adhere to the statewide uniform 
guideline and may depart from the guideline only in the special circumstances set forth in this 
article.” Cal. Fam. Code § 4053 requires the Court to adhere to the following principles in 
implementing the statewide uniform guideline: | 
a) A parent's first and principal obligation is to support his or her minor children 


according to the parent's circumstances and station in life [ emphasis added] 


d) Each parent should pay for the support of the children according to his or her ability 
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f) Children should share in the standard of living of both parents. Child support may 
therefore appropriately improve the standard of living of the custodial household to 
improve the lives of the children. 

g) Child support orders in cases where both parents have high levels of responsibility for 
the children should reflect the increased costs of raising the children in two homes and 


should minimize significant disparities in the children’s living standards in the two homes. 


k) The guideline is intended to be presumptively correct in all cases, and only under special 
circumstances should child support orders fall below the child support mandated by the 
guideline formula, Cal. Fam. Code § 4053. 

Under Cal. Fam. Code § 4057(a), the amount of child support established by the guideline 
formula is presumed to be the correct amount of child support to be ordered, but under Cal. Fam. 
Code §4057(b), the guideline amount is “a rebuttable presumption affecting the burden of proof 
and may be rebutted by admissible evidence showing that the application of the formula vould be 
unjust or inappropriate.” Under Cal. Fam. Code §4057 (b)(3), one such factor is when the child 
support payor “has an extraordinarily high income and the amount determined under the formula 
would exceed the needs of the children.” | 

The burden of proving that the corresponding guideline results in an amount that is “unjust 
or inappropriate” under Cal. Fam. Code §4057(b)(3) rests on the payor parent (see Marriage of 
Cheriton (2001) 92 CA4th 269,297; S.P. v. F.G. (2016) 4 CA5th 921, at 931, 934—here, the 
Petitioner:

However, as outlined above, the Court cannot deviate from the guideline amount of child 
support absent first (a) a finding of the presumptively correct guideline amount and, then, and only 
then, (b) a finding that the application of that determined guideline amount would be “unjust and 


inappropriate.” Cal. Fam. Code 4057 (b). Petitioner cannot avoid her statutory obligation to 
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disclose her income by simply proclaiming that she shall be deemed to be an extraordinarily high

earner, thereby presuming that by so doing the duty of the Court as well as its ability to first make

This is a post-judgment child support modification proceeding and is therefore 
appropriate under Cal. Fam. Code § 2030, which authorizes such awards in post-judgment 
modification proceedings. 

b) Disparity in access to funds to retain counsel 

_... Here, Respondent has no savings and gross monthly income of approximately __ 
$3,000 per month. Petitioner has stipulated that she is an “extraordinarily high income earner.” 
Therefore, there exists a vast disparity between the parties’ access to funds to retain counsel. 

c) Whether one party is able to pay for the representation of both parties 

Here, Petitioner is able to pay for the representation of both parties from her 
stipulated “extraordinarily high income.” 

Cal. Fam. Code § 2032(a) authorizes the Court to make an award that is “just and 
reasonable under the relative circumstance of the respective parties.” Here, there is an astronomic 
disparity between the parties’ respective incomes and access to funds. An award of attorneys’ fees 


and expert fees and costs to Respondent from Petitioner would be just and reasonable given such

the substantial disparity in incomes and substantial disparity in the parties’ access to funds for the 
payment of attorneys’ and expert fees and costs. 

By failing to provide one iota of financial information on her Income and Expense 
Declaration, Petitioner has, essentially, represented to this Court that Respondent will have no 
choice but to seek information regarding Petitioner’s income from third party sources, requiring 
Respondent to perform extensive third-party discovery in establishing Petitioner’s cashflow 
available for support. Additionally, in that same Income and Expense Declaration, Petitioner 
claims that the sealing of her financial records in her conservatorship case in the Probate court 
somehow allows her to present no income information to the Family court, essentially claiming that 
her privacy interest (used to seal the records in the Probate Code) outweigh the State’s and, more 
importantly, the parties’ children’s interest in having the Family Court, be able to perform its 
jurisdictional duty to make adequate child support orders for the benefit of the parties’ minor 
children. 

Both Petitioner’s actions in attempting to momentarily hide her income as well as her legal 
tactics in attempting to prevent this Court from receiving the financial information required . 
consider her true cashflow available for support signal a forthcoming approach to this litigation that 
is incapable of reconciliation with good faith cooperation in financial discovery that would enable 
Respondent to expeditiously resolve this matter in a cooperative context that promotes the 
avoidance of the need for judicial intervention. Respondent is now left with no choice but to incur 
the attorney’s fees and costs and experts’ fees and costs necessary to prepare and bring this case to 
trial for determination at an evidentiary hearing and to establish both Petitioner’s true cashflow 
available for support, and the minor children’s needs in order for the Court to be able to adjudicate 


the proper amount of child support pursuant to the statutory mandates of the State of California. 
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1 There simply is no California Family Code, celebrity edition, and the conduct of Petitioner 


in presuming to be treated as if there were one, has, and will continue, to exacerbate the scope and 
extent of the fees Petitioner apparently is wanting to require Respondent to have to incur in his 

‘ pursuit of an appropriate, code-compliant, child support order, that is long overdue. 

6 Given the vast breadth of Petitioner’s sources of income, the sheer magnitude of such 

7 | income, and the clear indication that Petitioner is willing to fight to not disclose that income to 

8 | Respondent, and to this Court, Respondent requires the assistance of experienced family law 

9 | counsel and experienced experts in bringing this case to hearing. As outlined in the accompanying 
declarations of Mark Vincent Kaplan, Esq. and Jack Zuckerman, CPA, Respondent, who has no 
minimal assets and minimal income, requires a significant contribution from Petitioner, who has 
stipulated to her ability to pay attorneys fees and costs and sources therefor by stating under penalty 
14 of perjury that she be deemed an extraordinarily high income earner, towards Respondent’s 


15 | attorneys fees and experts fees and costs in an aggregate amount of not less than $350,000.

Support and Attorney’s and Experts’ Fees and Costs. The below facts are within my 
personal knowledge and | could and would competently testify thereto if called upon to 
do so. 

BACKGROUND INFORMATION 

2. Respondent's Request for Order involves a post-judgment modification of 
child support. On March 22, 2018, my office served Petitioner, Britney Spears 
(“Petitioner), via the co-conservators of her person and estate, Jamie Spears and 
Andrew Wallet, Esq., with a Request for Production of an Income and Expense 
Declaration After Judgment executed by Respondent on March 19, 2018, a true and 
correct copy of which is attached hereto as Exhibit “A.”

“Petitioner stipulates to being an extraordinarily high earner and therefore agrees to pay 
child support based on the minor children's reasonable needs.” No other financial 
information was provided by Petitioner and nothing was attached to her Income and 
Expense Declaration. 

4. Prior to receiving Petitioner's Income and Expense Declaration, on or about 
April 4, 2018, | spoke with Petitioner's attorney, Samantha Klein of Wasser, Cooperman 
& Mandles. Ms. Klein agreed that Respondent's support modification filing may be 
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1 || retroactive to April 1, 2018, while we attempted to work out the issues between the 
2 || parties. We were unable to reach an agreement. Respondent therefore requests that 
3 || any support modification be retroactive to April 1, 2018, per the stipulation of the 
4 || parties. While our agreement was memorialized in writing, the writing contains 
5 || settlement communication. Should this agreement be disputed by Petitioner, | will bring 
the letter to the Court hearing.

22 7. My office employs associate attorneys who work exclusively in family law. My

26 || We bill in 1/10th of an hour increments for our time. We do not charge a monthly

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COMPLEXITY OF THIS MATTER 


8. Based on my professional experience, a review of the pleadings in this case, 
and relevant case law, this post-judgment child support modification matter will involve 
complex issues of first evaluating Petitioner's cashflow available for support from all 
sources, establishing the reasonable needs of the parties’ minor children and then 
arriving at a guideline support number and determining if a deviation from guideline 
support is warranted pursuant to the limited exceptions presented by the Family Code. 
Given the need to present the testimony of multiple expert witnesses (forensic 
accountant, economist), | estimate that an evidentiary hearing in this matter will take no 
less than 3 days. 

9. | will have to take the depositions of both Petitioner and her conservators, and 
third parties and experts, like Petitioner's agents and managers and her forensic 
accountant. | will have to retain the services of an economist to establish reasonable 
needs and a forensic accountant to establish Petitioner's true cashflow available for 
support. As outlined in the accompanying declaration of Jack Zuckerman, CPA, at least 
$100,000 will be required for the forensic work alone in this case. 

10. Given Petitioner’s refusal to provide ANY financial information, | will also 
have to conduct extensive discovery from third party sources to establish the true . 
nature and extent of Petitioner's cashflow available for support, including her perquisite 
income. 

WORK PERFORMED/TO BE PERFORMED 
11. As of April 30, 2018, Respondent has incurred $20,012 in attorneys fees 


and costs with this office. A true and correct copy of Petitioner's redacted billing 
statements with our office through April 30, 2018, is attached hereto as Exhibit “C”. 
Respondent has not paid a retainer to this office and has no funds to do so. Billing for 
May of 2018 has not yet been completed by our office, but work in progress, including 
the research and drafting of this RFO, is estimated at $10,660, for a total of $30,672 
due and owing as of the filing of the herein Request for Order. 
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42. In the month of May of 2018, I have spent considerable time in drafting the 
herein motion, reviewing Respondent's financial records, communicating with my client, 
communicating with Respondent's forensic accountants and supervising research on 
the issue of guideline support and deviation. 

13. Work that needs to be done and the reasons therefor, and why 
Respondent's requested amount for fees and costs is “just and reasonable” under the 
parties’ relative circumstances is enumerated below. Additional billing statements will 
be filed with the court prior to the hearing on this Request for Order as they are

14. | estimate the total minimum anticipated future fees for the completion of 


the legal work described above to be no less than $215,000. | cannot venture an 
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accurate estimate of attorney fees and costs in advance as there are many variables at 


this early point of this phase of the parties’ litigation. As such, | respectfully request that, 


at a minimum, the Court order Petitioner to contribute $250,000 towards Respondent's 


outstanding fees that he has already incurred and for the anticipated future fees 


described above. 


SOURCE OF FEES 


15. According to Petitioner’s own stipulation in her Income and Expense 


Declaration, Petitioner earns an extraordinarily high income. Petitioner is represented in 


this action by one of the most expensive family law firms in Los Angeles and is able to 


pay that firm from her extraordinarily high income. Respondent must have access to the 


same caliber of representation. Respondent's income, in contrast to Petitioner's 


extraordinarily high income, is approximately $3,000 per month. An award of attorneys 


fees and costs is necessary to level the playing field for Respondent and ensure his 


access to competent and experienced representation. 


CONCLUSION 


16. Based upon the relative financial circumstances of the parties and the 


other relevant factors pursuant to Family Code §§ 2030 and 2032, Mariage of Keech, 


Respondent respectfully requests that the Court order that Petitioner contribute towards 


Respondent’s attorneys’ fees and costs incurred to date and for anticipated future fees 


in an amount not less than $250,000, and $100,000 for forensic accounting fees and 


costs pursuant to the declaration of Jack Zuckerman, CPA, filed concurrently herewith.

I understand 
that the Court will require evidence of the children’s needs in order to deviate from guideline.
